3. For the discharge of these functions, the Board may (i) 
call for information and comments from pny Government 
institution, any other organisation or an individual; (ii) 
nnnoint committees or groups comprising members of CABE 
and/or others as may be necessary; and (in') commission, 
through Government or any other agency, studies, research 
or reports on any specific issue requiring attention of the 
Board or its committees or groups. 

4. The composition of the Board shall be as Indicated in 
the Annex. 

5. (n) TENURE OF OFFICE : The tenure of office of 

members of the Board, other than the ex-offlcio 
members, shall be three years. The tenure shall take 
effect from the date of this notification.
